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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the following reasons. The argument that the 
Kelley reference does not teach the cooling of the hydrotreated effluent is not persuasive. Kelley clearly discloses in column 6 lines 25- 
36, that the hydrotreater effluent may be treated to remove hydrogen sulfide and the like and that, in this case the hydrocracker is 
operated at substantially reduced temperatures. This teaching clearly discloses the cooling of the hydrotreated effluent The argument 
concerning the Inwood reference is also not persuasive because this reference does not have to supply the teaching of a cooling step A 
stated above, the Kelley reference already contains that limitation. 
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
